O R D E R

On June 21, 2001, Hardin County Water District No. 1 (“Hardin District”) filed a 

written notice of its intent to file an application for an adjustment in its rates for water 

service.  With our receipt of this notice, we established Case No. 2001-189.  On July 11, 

2001, Hardin District submitted its application for, inter alia, a rate adjustment, which we 

docketed as Case No. 2001-211.  Having reviewed both dockets, the Commission finds 

that the subject matter of both cases is the same and that these cases should be 

consolidated for administrative convenience and economy.

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that:

1. Case No. 2001-189 is consolidated with Case No. 2001-211.



2. From this date, the Secretary of the Commission shall file all pleadings 

and papers in the above-captioned proceedings in Case No. 2001-211 only.

3. From this date, all pleadings and papers in the above-captioned actions 

shall be styled “The Application Of Hardin County Water District No. 1 For (1) Issuance 

Of Certificate Of Public Convenience And Necessity, (2) Authorization To Borrow Funds 

And To Issue Its Evidence Of Indebtedness Therefor, (3) Authority To Adjust Rates, 

And (4) Approval To Revise And Adjust Tariff.”
